WASHINGTON (AP) -The federal 
government's debt it 9a3 billion over the 
legal limit and the Senate it preparing 
tor it* tint Sunday teuton In 112 yean 
—all because of a tangle created by an 
election reform measure. 
Despite the government's technical 


violation, officials said bonds and other 
government debts could be paid off over 
the next few days out of about $4.5 billion 
In cash on hand. 


Some congressional action is likely 


before any real financial crisis occurs. 


The situation results from the Senate's 
decision earlier in the week to attach a 
broad measure for public financing of 
presidential and congressional cam- 
paigns to a bill extending and raising the 
legal debt limit. 


The House balked at the provision for 
congressional elections. A proposed 


compromise limiting the bill to 
presidential elections and primaries ran 
into a filibuster Friday by Sen. James 
Allen, D-Ala. 


Allen blocked action to send the entire 


package to a Senate-House conference 
committee. 


Even before the current debt ceiling 


law expired at midnight, both houses 


had adjourned, the House until Monday 
and the Senate until today. 


Earlier in the day, Democratic Leader 


Mike Mansfield moved to force action, 
winning approval of sessions today and 
Sunday, the latter by a vote of 99 to 28. 


If the Sunday session comes off, the 


Senate will vote at 11 a.m. EST on a 
cloture petition. This would restrict 


debate and force action on the move to 
send the package to conference. 


Democratic leaders were doubtful 


they could succeed in the first effort to 
gain the needed two-thirds cloture vote 
but planned a second attempt Monday. 


The last time the Senate met on a 


Sunday was on March 3,1861, on the eve 
of Abraham Lincoln's inaugural. 


Sen. Robert C. Byrd, D-W.Va., the 


assistant Democratic leader, said he 
expects far more than the 51 senators 
needed to do business. Several senators 
canceled out-of-town engagements. 


The compromise campaign financing 


plan would extend the existing law to 
finance the 1976 election out of a fund to 
be created by having taxpayers earmark 
$1 of their taxes by checking off a box on 
their return.

'Plumber' 
pleads guilty

WASHINGTON (AP) - Egil Krogh 


Jr., who has pleaded guilty to conspiracy 
in the Ellsberg burglary, says he will tell 
the Watergate grand jury what he knows 
about it. 


And U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 


will begin listening to the White House 
Watergate tapes Monday in preparation 
for sending them to the grand Jurors. 


Meanwhile, the White House said 


special counsel J. Fred Buzhardt 
remains in charge of the Watergate case 
for President Nixon, although changes 
are being made in the legal staff. 


Krogh, 34, is the former boss of the 


White House "plumbers" unit which 
authorities say burglarized the office of 
Daniel Ellsberg's psychiatrist two years 
ago. 


He pleaded guilty Friday to a single 


count of conspiring to violate the civil 
rights of the psychiatrist, Dr. Lewis 
Fielding. The maximum penalty would 
be 10 years in jail and a $10,000 fine. U.S. 
District Judge Gerhard Gesell said he 
would pass sentence in six or seven 
weeks. 


In return for the plea, special Water- 


gate prosecutor Leon Jaworski agreed to 
drop two earlier federal charges of lying 
to the grand jury. Krogh agreed to 
cooperate with Jaworski and to give 
"full and truthful disclosure of all 
relevant information and documents in 


his possession." 


He asked to be excused from testifying 


until after he has been sentenced, to 
avoid the impression he was seeking to 
get off lightly. Jaworski agreed to this. 


In Los Angeles, Dist. Atty. Joseph P. 


Busch said he plans to call Krogh as a 
witness in the burglary and conspiracy 
trial of John D. Ehrlichman, former 
White House domestic adviser, and 
plumbers E. Howard Hunt and G. Gor- 
don Liddy. The trial is set for Dec. 19. 


In another development related to 


charges of scandal in the Nixon ad- 
ministration, Chicago architect Lester 
B. Knight said he secretly contributed 
$50,000 to the President's 1972 campaign 
after his firm received a $911,250 con- 
tract. But he said the two "have ncr 
connection whatsoever." 


The contract, awarded by the General 


Services Administration, was for archit- 
ectural engineering services on the 
Social Security Administration Payment 
Center in Chicago. 
Sheriff nabs Robin Hood 


SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) -The sheriff 


finally has caught up with Robin Hood. 


Robin W. Hood, 18, Spokane, was 


found guilty Friday of shoplifting two 
rock music records in a Spokane County 
discount store. He was sentenced to five 
days in the County-City jail. 


TEL AVIV (AP) -David Ben-Gurion, 


Israel's founding father and its first 
premier, died today two weeks after he 
suffered a paralyzing cerebral 
hemorrhage. He was 87. 


His family and close friends were by 


his side in the Sheba Medical Center of 
Tel Hashomer hospital when doctors 
pronounced him dead at 11 a.m. local 
time —4 a.m. EST. 


He had held the premiership twice and 


resigned for the last time in 1963. As 
premier and defense minister, he led 
Israel through the 1948 war of indepen- 
dence and the 1956 Suez war. He died in 
the wake of the fourth war between 
Israel and the Arabs, just as the hostile 
sides were taking their first tentative 
steps toward direct negotiations. 


Ben-Gurion retired from public life in 


1970. Since then, he had been working 15 
hours a day on a history of Israel's early 
years, usually writing at his small, 
prefabricated cottage at a kibbutz in the 
Negev desert. 


E.G., as Israelis knew him, last ap- 


peared it* public .it fsrael'0 25th an- 
niversary celebration in May, hunched 
in the grandstand wearing an Israeli 
farmer's hat. 


Ben-Gurion had been in failing health 


for more than a year and was hospit- 
alized twice before his final illness. 


He suffered a cerebral hemorrhage on 


Nov. 18 in his Tel Aviv apartment. He 
rallied at first under around-the-clock 
medical attention, but his condition 
began to deteriorate Nov. 23 with a drop 
in pulse and blood pressure. 


During the first week after his stroke, 


he received numerous high-ranking 
well-wishers, including Premier Golda 
Meir. 


President Nixon had cabled Ben- 


Gurion: "Now that peace has arisen, I 
anticipate the day you will see it 
materialize with your own eyes." 


At the time Ben-Gurion died, his 


grandson Alon Ben-Gurion was being 
treated for leg wounds suffered in the 
October war. He also is survived by two 
daughters. 


Ben-Gurion, who as early as 1907 


urged Jews in Palestine to arm them- 
selves against the Arabs, declared an 
independent Jewish state there 41 years 
later. 


He was the nation's dominant figure 


during its first 15 years. Ben-Gurion 
resigned as premier in 1963 and quit the 
Knesset, or Israeli parliament, seven 
years later. 


His leonine visage beneath twin tufts 


of white hair —his name is Hebrew for 
Son of a Lion Cub — became as well 
known in his day as Charles de Gaulle's 
profile or Winston Churchill's cigar. 


Ben-Gurion retired to a cluttered 


study at his home in Sde Boqer, a kibbutz 
in the Negev Desert, and quietly 
switched from making history to writing 
it —11 volumes on Israel's early years. 


He rarely emerged from the house, in 


which a large portrait of his late wife and 
a map of Israel hung over worn furniture 
and a vase of roses set off an array of 
awards and mementos. On his desk, a 
Bible and a bottle of apple juice always 
stood among the scattered papers. 


In an interview on his 86th birthday 


last year, Ben-Gurion said the Jewish 
state he declared in 1948 actually began 
in 1870, when French Jews opened an 
agricultural school near Tel Aviv "to 
teach the Jews to work the land and 
rebuild our country." 


But in another sense, he said, the nat- 


ion will not really exist until there is 
peace with the Arabs, until Israel's 
population is tripled and its desert is 
developed. 


"Peace with the Arabs? Once we were 


at peace, and we worked together.... 
ther* wiH b? peace ngafn. I a*n not 
certain it will happen in six months or a 
year, but we will have it. 


"The main problem facing Israel 


today is to bring more Jews to build the 
country.... We need at least five or six 
million Jews more. How long will it 
take? I cannot tell you. I believe it can be 
done in 10 or 15 years, but I am not 
certain." 


The future statesman was born David 


Green in Plonsk, Poland, on Oct. 16, 
1886. His father, an unlicensed lawyer, 
turned their home into a center for 
Zionism. 


Ben-Gurion came to Palestine in 1906 


to work as a laborer in one of the tiny 
Jewish settlements cropping up there. 
Like other European Jews who began a 
new life in Palestine, he chose a new 
name from the Bible. 
Ford will take 
oath Thursday 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Gerald R. Ford 


will be sworn in as vice president at a 
joint meeting of the House and Senate 
next Thursday afternoon. 


That was the word Friday from House 


Speaker Carl Albert, although the House 
will not vote until Thursday on his con- 
firmation. Ford has been confirmed by 
the Senate. 


Asked at a news conference if his an- 


nouncement indicated he was sure Ford 
would be confirmed, Albert replied: 


"I wish I was as sure of everything as 


I am of that." 


Second policeman brother killed in holdup 


BOSTON (AP) —Three Schroeder 


brothers were Boston policemen. Now 
two of them are dead —killed by gunmen 
in separate holdups. 


Three years ago, Patrolman'Walter 


Schroeder was shot to death during a 
bank robbery. 


On Friday, Det. John D. Schroeder 


was in the Suffolk Loan Office when 
three men announced a holdup. 
Schroeder identified himself as a 
policeman, and he was shot fatally in 
the head. 


Now only Francis Schroeder, a deputy 


superintendent, remains on the force. 


Three persons were charged with 


murder in the latest Schroeder killing, 


and police said they were seeking two 
others for questioning. 


Hours after the shooting at the loan 


office, police arrested and charged 
Wilbert Anderson, 19, and two brothers, 
Arnold Walker, 18, and Terrel Walker, 
17, all of Boston, with murder. Police 
said they were seeking two other persons 
for questioning. 


John Schroeder, a police officer for 22 


years and winner of a department medal 
of honor last year, was in the loan office 
Friday to investigate the background of. 
a police recruit. 


Officers said he was standing at the 


rear of the office, dressed in plain 


clothes and partly hidden from the 
robbers by some boxes when they an- 
nounced the holdup. 
Police Supt. Jeremiah P. Sullivan 


said he did not know if Schroeder had 
drawn his gun when he stepped into 
view but said the weapon was not 
fired. 


At the time, there were five customers 


in the office and four or five employes 
behind glass windows, police said. 


After the shooting, the gunmen robbed 


the office. They took trays of rings, 
checks an- cash which the loan company 
said amounted to $25,000 to $30,000. One 
of the men also took Schroeder's gun. 


Ex-POW pilot not bitter at layoff by airline

— As a prisoner of war in Vietnam, 
Dennis Chambers spent 5% years in the 
Hanoi Hilton. As a victim of the energy 
crisis, he is destined for the ranks of the 
American unemployed. 
Chambers, a former Air Force captain 


who ftew Jet fighter sorties from Cam 
Ranh Bay, is one of MO pilots to be laid 
off by Eastern Airline on Jan. 31. 


But he says he's not bitter about it. 
"Like the guy said on TV last night, 


under any circumstances, last Christ- 
mas was worse than this Christmas 
CMM ever be," Chambers said after the 
Easfrrn tayoffs were amNwnced Friday.

"A lot happened in those five years 


people just don't seem to understand. 
We've got it pretty good in this country." 


Chambers, who has flown shuttle 


flights as a pilot-trainee for Eastern 
since August, admitted he was disap- 
pointed, but not with the airline.

no one else would. Most of the other 
airlines wanted someone with more air 
time. Besides, I'm 32 and the average 
age is 28," he said. 


Although he agreed there are some 
pilots who may resent the lay-off, 
Chambers Mid he is sure that most of the 


former POWs who were laid off share his 
sentiments. 
"I've already done what I always 


wanted to do, fly for an airline. I never 
thought I'd be able to do, and I'm going 
to enjoy it while it lasts,"he said.

She just got this job 
teaching, and she hates to leave —it took 
her so much paper work to get the job. 
But she's with me." 


Native Californians, Dennis and 


Joanne Chambers plan to return to Los 
Angeles in February and look for jobs, 
Joanne as a teacher and Dennis as a pilot 
in the Air Force Reserve. Chambers said

that, if he can't get into the reserve, he 
still likes the Air Force and might try a 
military career. He and his wife have no 
children. 


If he still can't find a position, 


Chambers said, "I'll dig ditches. I've 
been through a lot worse." 


Mrs. Chambers said she and her hus- 


band have tried to do their part during 
the current energy crunch, including 
turning down the thermostat in their 
rented home. 


"We hop on our bicycles whenever we 


have errands to do," she added. "We do 
what we can to conserve energy." 
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Nixon financial 
data prepared 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Soon-to-be- 


released data on President Nixon's 
personal finances will disclose he has 
periodically purchased certificates of 
deposit in a bank headed by friend C.G. 
"Bebe" Rebozo, sources report. 


One White House official, in confirm- 


ing the presidential purchases, said 
"there is nothing unusual about it." 


The President "placed dollars into 


certificates of deposit" after sale of 
property "so that he did not have an 
excessively large checking account," 
the official said. "It's just like a savings 
i ^count." 


Offered by most banks, certificates of 


deposit pay a slightly higher interest 
rate than savings accounts, but the 
purchaser must agree to keep a certain 
amount of money —usually multiples of 
$5,000 or more-on deposit for a 
specified period 


One source said Nixon purchased a 


six-month, $100,000 certificate of deposit 
from Rebozo's Key Biscayne, Fla., bank 
on Sept. 9, 1969, has renewed it 
periodically and still holds it. 


This disclosure came within hours 


after a bank vice president, Thomas 
Wakefield, confirmed such a Nixon 
purchase without giving a specific date. 
Both Wakefield and the White House 
official denied there was a link between 
Nixon's purchase and $100,000 given 
Rebozo by industrialist Howard Hughes. 


Rebozo, who described the money as a 


campaign contribution, has said he kept 
it in a safe deposit box for three years 
before returmn'g it earlier this year. 
Documents in a Hughes legal proceeding 
indicate that Rebozo received the 
$100,000 in two installments —the first in 
late 1969 and the second in 1970. 


The September 1969 date cited by the 


sources was within five months after 
Nixon sold his New York City apartment 
for a $62,140 profit and his interest in a 
Rebozo-headed real estate corporation 
for a $185,891 profit 


It also was two months after Nixon 


purchased his San Clemente, Calif., es- 
tate, on which, reportedly, he made a 
$100,000 down payment. His two Key 
Biscayne homes had been purchased 
earlier —in December 1968. 


Data on Nixon's finances is being 


collected by White House aides as part of 
the President's "Operation Candor" 
intended to refute allegations spawned 
by the Watergate controversy. 


At a news briefing Friday, Deputy 


Press Secretary Gerald L. Warren said 
a series of statements scheduled for 
release beginning next week will show 
that Nixon has not used political funds 
for personal purposes. 


"The information you will get will 


show the money he has, he has derived 
through his work as an attorney and 
through real estate," Warren said. 


Warren would not directly confirm 


presidential purchase of the $100,000 
certificate of deposit, but he noted that 
previous presidential financial 


statements disclosed that Nixon had 
cash in bank deposits. 


Meanwhile in Miami, Dade County 


State Atty. Richard Gerstem filed a pet- 
ition in state circuit court Friday to force 
the Key Biscayne Bank to turn over 
Nixon's financial records. 


Gerstein took the action after the bank 


declined to honor his subpoena for the 
records, contending they were covered 
by executive privilege. 


A hearing on Gerstem's disclosure 


motion was set for next Wednesday 
before Circuit Court Judge Paul Baker.

NEW YORK (AP) -Former diplomat 


W. Averell Harriman has been 
discharged from a hospital here after 
being confined three days for an un- 
disclosed reason. 


Harriman, 82, veteran statesman and 


former Democratic governor of New 
York, had been hospitalized at the 
Harkness Pavilion of Columbia-Pres- 
byterian Medical Center. 


Harriman was governor from 1955 


through 1958. He was wartime ambas- 
sador to the Soviet Union and negotiator 
of the limited nuclear test ban treaty. 
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Bucks blast Boston '5' 


BOSTON (AP) -What may well have 


been a preview of the National Basket- 
ball Association's championship series 
next spring was a nearly perfect 
matchup Friday night. 


For three quarters, that is. 
The Milwaukee Bucks, whose chief 


problem lately has been blowing subs- 
tantial second half leads, carried only a 
78-73 margin into the final period. But 
then they exploded for 39 points in the 
last 12 minutes and the Boston Celtics' 
12-game winning streak was history, 
117-93. 
"We started getting rebounds and just 


blew them out of there," exulted Coach 
Larry Costello, whose Bucks extended 
their own winning streak to six games 
and in the process assumed the best 
record in the league at 21-4. Boston 
slipped to 16-4. 
The Bucks outscored the Celtics 23-8 in 


the first six minutes of the last quarter 


to put the game out of reach and avenge 
a defeat in Boston two weeks ago. That 
defeat had snapped a 13-game Mil- 
waukee winning streak, longest in the 
NBA this season. 


Bucks' forward Bob Dandridge led all 


scorers with 27 points. 15 of them in the 
final period, while Kareem Abdul-Jabbar 
added 24 points, 14 rebounds and several 
slick passes to an open Dandridge. 


Oscar Robertson, playing perhaps his 


final season, added 20 points and 10 
assists while sitting down for only three 
minutes of the hard running contest. 


Robertson's extra work was necessit- 


ated by an ankle injury which sidelined 
regular guard Lucius Allen after the 
game's first two minutes. 


"It was a lot of minutes for me tonight, 


but it gets you in shape," Robertson 
said. "A tough game. But when we cut 
(Paul) Silas off and got the boards, we 
got running. (Dave) Cowens had to go 


back outside, too, and they weren't 
shooting that well." 


Reserves Jon McGlocklin and Ron 


Williams shared Allen's duties and held 
Boston star JoJo White to eight points, 
compared with his season average of 
20.7. 


Cowens led the Celtics with 22 points 


but teammate John Havlicek, averaging 
22.6, sank only six of 20 shots for 14 
points. 


Havlicek played several minutes at 


guard after having failed to hold down 
Dandridge at forward. 


"It seems whoever goes on a spurt and 


gets over the hump, it's over," Havlicek 
said. "They can't fall behind a team like 
us and catch up. And we can't fall behind 
them like that and play catch up." 


The Bucks were outrebounded 52-50, 


but sank 52 of 99 shots for a .525 per- 
centage to the Celtics' 39 of 106 for .368.

fame hold on first place In their division, 
will be idle until they host Houston 
Tuesday night.

hearing here that the only changes the 
state will make will be to revise pollution 
standards to make certain more projects 
are scrutinized. 


The hearing Friday, one of several 


held throughout the Midwest the last 
week, is the culmination of a series of 
steps taken by the EPA after efforts to 
require individual states to prepare their 
own implementation plans for con- 
trolling future pollution from indirect 
sources failed. 


Indirect sources include parking lots 


and ramps, sports stadiums, airports, 
highways and roads, shopping centers 
and recreational centers and amusement 
parks. 


The EPA established federal air 


quality standards in 1971, but the United 
States Court of Appeals ruled in January 
than the plan, and all individual state 
implementation plans, did not contain 
provisions insuring that the air quality 
standards are maintained in the future. 


In June, the EPA ordered the states to 


submit revised plans to comply with new 
requirements 
involving 
indirect 
sources, but only a handfufof the states 
followed through. So, in October, the 
EPA announced that it was proposing 
regulations that would take effect if the 
state did not adopt its own EPA 
approved plan. 


Wisconsin is developing its own plan, 


through the DNR, and will hold public 
hearings on its recommendations next 
week. One of the hearings will be at the 
Brown County Courthouse Annex in 
Green Bay at 10:30 a.m. Wednesday. 


In a statement opening the Friday 


hearing, EPA's regional air section en- 
forcement division director David A. Kee 
said that EPA's initial review of the 
Wisconsin plan "indicates that the state

Alder said that the chief difference 


between DNR's plan and the recommen- 
dations made by the EPA are in the cut- 
off points for examining projects.

Oil supply 'worse than expected 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) -A survey of 


Wisconsin heating fuel distributors 
found the state's fuel oil supplies in 
December might provide only 71 per 
cent of the heating fuel used in the state 
a year earlier, state energy coordinator 
Stanley York said Friday. 


York said consumers who heat with 


fuel oil'would have to reduce their nor- 
mal thermostat settings by at least 6.5 
degrees to make up for the shorter 
December supplies. 


Reports to his office by fuel suppliers 


show stocks of fuel oil represent about 81 
per cent of the amount used by Wiscon- 
sin fuel oil consumers in December, 
1972, York said. He called the figures 
"worse than I expected." 


He said between three and 10 per cent 


could be subtracted from the 81 per cent 
figure to account for fuel oil customers 
added since last year. 


That means Wisconsin's December 


supplies could dip as low as 71 per cent 
of the fuel oil sold in the state a year ago. 


"It's a problem. Not a disaster yet, but 


a problem," York said. 


In the first of what he said would be 


monthly briefings on fuel supplies in 
Wisconsin, York said about 15 of the 
state's major fuel oil suppliers had 
reported their supplies and about 12 
major companies had not. 


Federal law requires that the 


suppliers make reports of their fuel 
stocks by the 25th of each month. 


Those who have not, York said, have 


been reported to federal authorities. 


Although the 81 per cent figure is 


based on reports from companies which 
make up only 30 per cent of last winter's 
oil sales in Wisconsin, the companies 
appear to represent a cross-section of all 
the state suppliers, York said. 


Thus the 81 per cent appears to be 


close to accurate, he said. 


York said the companies which sub- 


mitted reports said their fuel oil supplies 
range from 101 per cent of last 
December's sales to about SO per cent. 


He said he has estimated that fuel 


supplies throughout the winter would 
average about 25 per cent below the 
amount which was sold in the state

during winter months of 1972. 


York said the firms who have not 


reported supplies represent about 70 per 
cent of the state's petroleum market. 
Penalties for not reporting include a 
maximum $5,000 fine per day if the firms 
are prosecuted under a criminal violat- 
ion and up to $2,500 per day if the 
prosecution is for a civil violation. 


Firms delinquent in reporting, he 


said, are Mobil Oil Co., Sun Oil Co., 
Phillips 66 Oil Co., Gulf Oil Co., Naph- 
Sol, Northwestern Refining Co., Smith 
Oil, Triangle, Ashland, Bell, Farm Ser- 
vice and Erickson. 


York said if a householder using 


heating oil "turns down his thermostat 
<% degrees, he's going to make it." 


"If he does not, he will use up the oil 


in his tank and the supplier will bring 
him one-half or one-fourth of a tank," he 
said. "By mid-February, there won't be 
any more heating oil for him."

water utility self-supporting by selling 
our water at an adequate rate. 


"Time is important," he continued.

Hopefully, this 
will be granted by the first of the year 
and we are encouraged that it may be 
an adequate 15 per cent.

The water utility budget for 1974, of 


$176,377, has been trimmed $47,106, 
most of it a reduction in capital outlay.

The utility will pay the 
city a $30,000 utility tax, $8,000 less 
than in 1973; debt obligation will be 
reduced to $56,427, $2,200 less than 
1973; and capital outlay will total 
916,299, $52,790 under 1973. 


Anticipated revenues from users will 


be approximately the same as the 
9199J99 collected this year. This, it is 
hoped, will be augmented by a 
surcharge the first of the year and an 
adjustment of water rates by mid-year. 


In the first six months of 1974, the 


water utility will meet emergency 
capital evtlays by vsing contingent 


money in the $1.3 million project fund, 
according to Hein. 


"While the water utility is in the 


hole, it doesn't make sense that it must 
pay a $30,000 utility tax to the city, but 
this is set by the Public Service Com- 
mission and we can not change it," 
Hein observed. 


The sewer utility will operate on a 


$120,773 budget in 1974, which allows 
$79,000 for operations, $13,690 less than 
budgeted in 1973. Most of this savings 
is reflected in the efficient operation of 
the treatment plant, no large an- 
ticipated maintenance plans and the 
use of less chemicals for phosphate 
removal. Chemical costs were overes- 
timated in the 1973 budget. 


The sewer utility is paying $10,973 on 


its debt service. It owes $54,759 to the 
general fund and the utility is paying 
$43,246 on this indebtedness from the 
Sewage Treatment Plant Investment 
Account. 


City Clerk-Treasurer Harriett Ward 


warned that if the utility continues to 
pay off its indebtedness to pay debt 
obligations, there will be a day of 
reckoning in the next several years.

The city 
pledged to property owners on Evans 
Street that the sewer line would cost 
them $8 per foot and the city would pay 
the difference.

VATICAN CITY - The Vatican's 


Commission on the Role of Women, 
showing little enthusiasm for the or- 
dination of women to the priesthood, 
spent its first plenary session by 
members getting acquainted with each 
other and dividing up "homework" for 
its next meeting in March, 1974.

from the first and perhaps overlaps it, 
but it will be an effort to define where 
man and woman stand in their unique 
relationship with God, the member ad- 
ded.The subcommittee on the woman in 
society will gather material which will 
shed light on the treatment of women in 
different countries. 
The last subcommittee, it was 
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explained, will define where women are 
in the church and where, perhaps, they 
could be.

"But what can one priest do?" the ad 


asks.

"He brings you your freedom," is the 


answer, made by a prisoner. 
The ad advises people interested in 


vocations to dial P-R-I-E-S-T, a special 
phone number set up by the archiocese. 


New York's campaign is budgeted at 


around $100,000. It is financed by 
private contributions and by religious 
organizations. 


The five ads of the series describe the

LCA ministerial roll reaches 
all-time high of 7,760 clergy 


NEW YORK - The number of 


ministers in the Lutheran Church in 
America is at an all-time high and 
resignations last year ran less than one 
per cent. 


At the close of 1972, LCA rolls had 


7,760 clergymen and women, reflecting 
the 10th straight annual increase since 
North America's largest Lutheran 
Church was constituted in 1962. 


A study of the 10-year statistics 


showed that 6.3 per cent, or a total of 
496, have resigned or been dropped by 
action of the church because they are no 
longer under call from the LCA's or- 
dained ministry. 


Last year, 37 (.83 per cent) were 


eliminated. 


The reason for the study was the 


recent announcement by Pope Paul that 
about 10 per cent of the Catholic priests 
had left the ministry during the decade, 
an LCA spokesman said. 


The lowest number of LCA ministers 


dropped from the roll occurred in 1965 
when only 17 left. 
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The highest number of decreases 


came in 1971 when 41 resigned and 36 
were dropped, about one per cent. The 
1972 total of 7,760 ministers included 
1,181 retired. 


At the close of 1972, there were 6,120 


congregations in the LCA. 


Lutheran practices hold that the 


name of an ordained minister is 
included on the clerical roll only as long 
as he or she holds a call from the 
church, with the exception of a person 
awaiting a call for a maximum of three 
years.

man needs help now 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Our son, 23, 


according to our psychiatrist, is suffer- 
ing from schizophrenia. He suggested 
that we place our son in a private men- 
tal institution for at least 30 days. 


The more we think about it the more 


frightened we become as he is absolu- 
tely harmless. He is kind, loving, polite, 
thoughtful. He does not smoke, take 
drugs or drink. 


His only problem is that he sits in his 


room all day and evening reading. The' 
only time he goes out is to walk down to 
the library at the corner. 


Up to a couple of years ago he was 


great on sports, developed a beautiful 
physique and was a handsome boy. 
Today his appearance is completely 
changed. The long hair, beard and 
clothes are just not like our son. He sold 
his expensive skis and golf clubs. He 
took everything off his walls except a 
picture of one of the prophets of a 
religious sect. 


Sometimes I feel we should get the 


opinion of another psychiatrist or 
physician as to whether he belongs in an 
institution. Once we place him in one, 
what assurance do we have that we can 
bring him out again? —J.J. 


Let's start 
by admitting that 


schizophrenia (the most common form 
of emotional or "mental" illness) is not 
easy to treat. But we still must do what 
we can. 


To answer your questions, get an 


opinion of another doctor or psychiatrist 
if you wish. But putting your son in a 
private institution is one way to get

Symptoms of schizophrenia can vary 


widely, but your son's is a classic 
example of one type, in which the pa- 
tient withdraws, in his own quiet way, 
from contact with the world. I have seen 
others just like that. 


Some 
years 
ago 
the 
term 


"desocialized" was used for mental 
patients. I am sorry the term has fallen 
so much into disuse because it is a 
descriptive word. The patient doesn't 
get along in society, so he withdraws, or 
he creates an imaginary world in his 
mind. 


Certainly one thing that will be at- 


tempted in the institution will be to try 
to coax him into more activities with 
other people —to resocialize him. To get 
him moving back into normal society. 


As I said, it's not easy, but shouldn't 


the effort be made? As long as he stays 
at home, and mostly just in his room, he 
is only going to become more firmly set 
in his "desocialized" pattern.

daughter died at 21 and donated a cor- 
nea and a kidney to two grateful people. 
How long do these transplants last? —

A cornea, transplanted in the eye, 


usually is permanent. A transplanted 
kidney sometimes is rejected, some- 
times lasts for a matter of years, 
depending on how closely it is matched 
to the recipient's needs.

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Magazine inks aren 't for eating 


As any parent knows, small children like to eat all kinds 


of things. 


They may have spells of turning over the cereal bowl, 


spitting out the spinach and even throwing the finger foods 
at the wall —or the parent. But usually most anything goes 
in the mouth and quite often not the most appetizing bites. 
Cat hair, small pebbles, sawdust and the contents of 
wastebaskets appear to be edible. 


Scientists now warn that the most appetizing looking 


glossy color pictures just aren't readily digestible. In fact 
they can be downright dangerous. 


A study made at the Connecticut Agricultural Experiment 


Station, as part of its overall research into the problems 
stemming from lead in the environment, developed the 
findings. The station was asked to look into the case of lead 
poisoning in a child who had not eaten the dangerous paint 
chips but did enjoy leaves, grass, dirt, newspapers and 
magazines. Other youngsters who chewed color magazine 
pages also were studied. 


A child who eats four square inches of a glossy page 


printed in color gets a toxic dose of lead every time, 
according to the findings. Glossy pages are worse than 
comics because more ink is used. Yellow is the most toxic 
color with red, blue and black less so in that order. A 
biochemist at the station said that "about six weeks of it 
would really put a child at the critical stage." Lead 
poisoning is particularly insidious because it builds up in 
the youngster's body. The more he eats, the more he 
retains. 


Researchers found that soil eaten by youngsters contained 


between 11 and 20 parts of lead per million ana'leaves and 
grass slightly higher at between 14 and 53 parts. Black and 
white newspapers had only two parts per million and the 
colored comics between 60 and 70 parts. 


But the color pages of glossy magazines turned out to have 


a lead content of 1,140 to 3,600 per million. The actual 
amount of lead in the yellow alone runs 29,000 per million. 


Maybe the picture magazines look more palatable. But 


the child who doesn't stick to regular food is better off with 
sticks and snails and puppy dog tails after all. 


Australia fs aborigine problem 


The government of Australia arranged an election among 


that nation's aborigines to ensure they have representation 
in the government. But the move hasn't been popular even 
among the "abbos." 


Prime Minister Gough Whitlam announced the move as 


an "historic and democratic process. . .to remove the stain 
from our national honor." The aborigines, according to the 
Sidney Morning Herald, like the American Indians, were 
"dispossessed of their land by the early white settlers and 
shot if they resisted." 


In both countries the actions of a century and more ago 


can be deplored but accommodating remorse and a sincere 
desire for justice to reality isn't easy. 


In the first place, in Australia the government has 


estimated that about 140,000 people are aborigines. 
However, this includes those of mixed ancestry. It also 
includes about 30,000 descendants of some Pacific islanders 
brought to Australia by notorious labor recruiters called for 
obvious reasons "blackbirders." Said one of their leaders, 
"they're forced to identify as something they're not and 
they resent it." Then there are some natives of islands north 
of Australia included in the count. They don't like it either. 


More than that, the one aborigine member of the Aus- 


tralian Parliament claims that the election is a farce, that it 
gives no real power to the members of his race and was 
forced by the whites. 


However, the aim of the government is probably both to 


give some real representation to the aborigines and to 
remove reasons for complaints about discrimination from 
the government. The National Aboriginal Consultive Com- 
mittee of 41 members has been set up to advise the 
Department of Aboriginal Affairs. It is aimed at trying to 
improve the lot of a people who too often have had only 
unpleasant contact with their white neighbors and whose 
general introduction to the white men's institutions has 
been in jail. 


As in the United States, the color bar has been lifted first 


of all in the sports world. A couple of the top Australian 
boxers are aborigines and so is Evonne Goolagong, a top 
women's tennis player. But very few other aborigines 
prosper. And there is the controversy about how best for 
them to survive in the white man's world. 


The Consultive Committee would appear to be a decent 


vehicle to find out. 


Arguing won't produce oil 


It was bound to be that Republicans and Democrats would 


get into a shouting match over who is to blame for the 
energy shortage. But it won't help matters. 


President Nixon refers to messages sent Congress. There 


was a warning two years ago that a crisis was coming. And 
a request for seven pieces of legislation last April of which 
only the Alaska pipeline bill has been produced. 


Not so, responds House Speaker Carl Albert. He says the 


administration is guilty of a lack of leadership and a 
disjointed policy on things like oil imports, price controls 
and what now is the embargo of Arabian oil. 


The truth is there is plenty of blame to go around —for an 


administration preoccupied with other things, for a 
Congress which acts only when crisis comes and for a public 
which didn't want to worry about where the next gallon of 
heating fuel or gasoline was coming from. 


Thus, the task is to go on from where we are. The Senate 


has produced a bill granting the President broad powers in 
the allocation of fuels, in the reduction of energy uses and in 
the suspension of anti-pollution laws. There are some second 
thoughts about that now in that the Senate may have acted 
in a stampede. Ironically, the bill comes at a time when 
Congress is talking about reclaiming powers from the 
executive branch. When it acts on the bill, the House could 
well add provisions for congressional review and ratifica- 
tion of executive acts. 


Then, the necessity will be for Congress and the ad- 


ministration to work in harness on the President's space 
program-type of undertaking to produce new energy 
sources. A public asked to make sacrifices for what could be 
a long time should expect no less than responsible 
cooperation among branches of government divided in 
partisan control. 


Bickering over blame is not going to help in getting the 


job done. There will be plenty of time for that in next year's 
congressional election campaigns.

No move to reform campaign funding 


MADISON — Reasonable men and women 


might have presumed that the ugly revelations 
of the coaxing of huge sums of money from 
unwilling givers in the last presidential cam- 
paign and the unsavory uses to which much of it 
was put would have brought a national demand 
for reform of what in the minds of thoughtful 
voters must be one of the great scandals of the 
times. 


Yet unless this watcher-listener in the capital 


city of Wisconsin where politics is the major 
industry is deaf and astigmatic, such pressure 
under force of revulsion has not resulted. 


No sign of any changes 


Indeed, some of the most respected of the 


critics of public affairs have assumed a fatalis- 
tic attitude that bodes ill for the enactment of 
even the more modest proposals for the 
elimination of the visible evils of a system of 
campaign financing that has grown up without 
controls and has become increasingly profligate 
and arrogant. 


The other day a major voice of commentary 


on Wisconsin public affairs remarked casually 
that "without some kind of public subsidy of 
(election) campaigns, there is no sensible way 
to reduce reliance on wealthy donors who expect 
favors." 


That is the equivalent of saying that if the 


people don't choose to be taxed for the support 
of politicians' campaign expense accounts the 


whole issue of campaign finance reform is 
hopeless. 
that is such a thoughtless conclusion as to 


defy the whole idea of reform. At a most op- 
timistic interpretation, it is doubtful that any 
early Wisconsin legislature will tax the people 
for the benefit of campaigners - including the 
members of that legislature. 


The obvious alternative is to write a strict 


code of rules limiting the amounts that will be 
permitted by law and establishing an audit and 
control system that assures the voter that the 
politician is complying with the spirit and the 
letter of those controls. 


Those who dismiss the possibility of enacting 


such a code quite overlook the fact that it has 
not been tried here or elsewhere in modern 
times. The state election law limitations were 
gutted more than 40 years ago. They were once 
accepted literally and regarded as enforceable. 


Today there is casual talk about a serious 


candidate for governor needing $500,000 to make 
the effort. Who established such a rule? There is 
talk of raising $25,000 to elect a single candidate 
in the state senate. But whose calculations are 
these? 


The most important consideration is the 


equalization of campaign finance. I have never 
met a candidate who was not willing to concede 
that much of the campaign budget was wasted - 


under competitive pressures. If each candidate 
knew that his rival was being limited and that 
he was being watched, equality of competition 
could be restored - without regard to the 
doubtful consent of the taxpayer for the use of 
his money to subsidize a candidate for who he 
has only distaste. 
Waste *f money admitted 


I have never met a campaign manager of 


experience who did not acknowledge that much 
of the typical campaign budget is wasted. The 
challenged spend more because the challenger 
is spending, and vice versa. Thus money has 
become the dominant element of election cam- 
paigning, 
superseding ideas, positions, 


character, training, experience and other 
qualities once thought to be relevant. 


The disturbing fact is that in a jurisdiction 


where there is a reasonable balance between 
parties in most election years, there is no 
inducement for reform. The minority may 
become the majority tomorrow with all of the 
disturbing perquisites attending. 


This state once pioneered in cleansing its 


political processes. Today it lags. In spite of the 
hateful revelations of the year, no single voice 
in the legislature in either party has been heard 
on the subject, with the honorable exception of 
Rep. John Oestreicher of Marshfield, and he 
may have become discouraged by calculated 
indifference.

No sign of cuts in 
Asian military vigil 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


On the eve of his designation as 


secretary of state, Henry Kissinger told 
the U.S. Senate that "very substantial 
reductions" in U. S. military strength 
in Asia would probably take place in the 
next five or ten years. But there is no 
sign yet of such a move. 


U.S. government officials and mili- 


tary planners in Washington seem de- 
termined to keep substantial forces in 
both Korea and Thailand for the time 
being at least. 


Almost 200,000 American servicemen 


are now posted in Southeast Asia and 
the Pacific; some 80,000 of them sta- 
tioned in South Korea and Thailand. 


With 42,000 Americans standing vigil, 


South Korea has the biggest U. S. 
ground force in Asia. Thailand, in turn, 
has the largest concentration of U.S. 
warplanes anywhere outside the United 
States. There are also U.S. military 
personnel based on ships and in Japan, 
Guam, Taiwan, the Philipp nes and the 
Ryukus Islands. 


Commenting on the force maintained 


in South Korea, Deputy Defense Secre- 
tary William P. Clements said recently 
that North Korea has modernized its 
military arsenal and has been moving 
some of its forces toward the south 


The North Koreans are also reported 


to have built new airfields near the 
demilitarized zone, beefed up their 
force of MIG21 jets, and acquired some 
new 
missile-firing 
Russian-made 


warships. 


A program for reduction of U.S. 


forces in Korea began in early 1971, but 
there have been indications that it may 
be delayed because of congressional 
cutbacks in funds for the operation. 


In Thailand, U.S. forces now total 


about 38,000 men following withdrawal 
of some 6,000 over the past seven 
months and there are forecasts that the 
number will be cut another 6,000 in the 
next few months. 


Some government officials want to 


speed up American withdrawals from 
Thailand, but others favor a more cau- 
tious approach. Authorities in Bangkok 
fear the economic consequences that 
would result from a loss of U.S. military 
spending in Thailand. 


The United States has made a prac- 


tice of calling any troop cuts in Thailand 
reductions rather than withdrawals, 
apparently so that North Vietnam will 
not interpret any such moves as a mili- 
tary pullout.

WASHINGTON —In retrospect, many 


of the attacks on President Nixon made 
one year ago by Sen. George McGovern 
seem quite tame now. 


One document, in fact, that McGovern 


refused to use publicly because he felt it 
was too pessimistic and vitriolic turns 
out to be sadly prophetic. The rejected 
speech draft was an attempt to predict 
what life would be like in this country 
one year after Nixon's re-election. 


It was put together by an ad hoc 


campaign committee, led by William 
Rodgers, an author", Thomas Mechling, 
a businessman who is currently a 
senate candidate in Nevada; and Walter 
Sheridan, an investigator who once 
worked for Robert F. Kennedy. 


Couldn't convince him 


Rodgers and Mechling, with the 


vision of hindsight, felt their paper was 
so inspired they tried to persuade 
McGovern this summer to resurrect it. 
The senator, however, replied that he 
was now reluctant to deliver such a 
speech "for fear of sounding like a sore 
loser.'' 


The paper's grim, partisan portrayal 


may have seemed like so much heated 
rhetoric a year ago. But today it rings 
uncomfortably of the truth. 


It predicted that after one more year 


of Nixon we would see an inflationary 
40-cent loaf of bread and a 45-cent quart 
of milk, as a logical legacy of the grain 
deals and retail price increases. My 
friendly local supermarket today was 
selling milk at 43 cents a quart and 
Pepperidge Farm white bread and 
Safeway giant white loaves for 45 cents. 


It predicted that the administration 


would be so bogged down in corruption 
that it would become an underground 
government, a "secret bookie joint kind 
of government" that would have to be 
shielded from the public because it 
could not withstand inquiry, reasoning, 
or open dialogue. That is not an 
unreasonable description of what's been 
going on here the past several months. 


It predicted that the President's as- 


saults against free expression in the 
media would mount sharply, especially 
where criticism of Nixon's use of power 
was involved. True enough. 


Charged Nixon indifferent 


It contended that Nixon's "in- 


difference" to human concerns, his 
preference for military expenditures 
over economic reconstruction, the 
failure of his "planned recession" to 
combat inflation, and his enormous 
deficit would result in an increase in 
unemployment and a substantial rise in 
taxes. 


The current fuel crisis has led to fore- 


casts of a jump in unemployment from 
4.5 per cent to 8 per cent just around the 
corner. The paper envisioned a value 
added tax, which has not happened, but 
neither has the property tax reduction 
and other reforms that Nixon promised. 
In fact, the administration's official tax 
program submitted to Congress in May 
retained all the basic provisions that 


reduce taxes for business investors, 
relating to capital gains, depreciation, 
the depletion allowance, and so on. 


One forecast of the Rodgers-Mechling 


document, however, seems certain 
never to come true in light of the Wa- 
tergate scandal. The paper envisioned 
the Bicentennial celebration of 1976 as 
little more than the canonization of 
Richard Nixon. It protested that com- 
mission officials were trying to rewrite, 
history to exalt Nixon. "Imagine put-' 
ting up with four suffocating years of 
cleaning up Nixon for preservation in 
history," the paper said. 


But the Watergate crimes are settling 


Nixon's place in history, and it won't be 
something to celebrate.

WASHINGTON (AP) -The Federal 


Communications Commission has 
proposed modifying its controversial 
rule limiting network programming 
during prime-time hours. 


The,proposed change would allow 


network-affiliated stations an extra hour 
of network programming on Sunday 
night without restrictions. 


It would also let the stations use 


another 30 minutes of prime evening 
time one of the other six nights for cer- 
tain network programs, such as 
children's specials, public affairs 
programs or documentary specials. 


The agency said it expects to officially 


decide on the matter "before the end of 
the year." 


Under the current rule, which went 


into effect in October 1971, the top 50 
network-affiliated stations are limited to 
showing only three hours of network 
programming each night from 7 to 11 
p.m. 


The NBC television network, which 


petitioned the FCC to rescind the rule 
when it first went into effect, praised the 
FCC move as "a sound adjustment in the 
prime-time rule." ABC also said it was 
pleased with the proposed change. CBS 
said it was still studying the proposal 
and had no comment.

the people, but we were not successful 
and the result is going to be a shortfall in 
two years which could mean a 15 per cent 
increase in the personal income tax-if 
that were the only method used. 


"We also tried to get a handle on the 


growth of government which is now 
growing at 4.5 times the rate of the state 
population. But the budget reflects a 44 
per cent increase in spending and this 
compares to an 8 per cent increase in the 
state's Gross National Product. 
"Because there was a surplus, the 44 


per cent increase in spending was possi- 
ble without a tax increase. But just where 
are we going?" he asked. 
"We're sitting on a fiscal time bomb," 


he said, stressing the crisis which could 
be facing the legislature in 1975. 


However, the Republican-controlled 


Senate "was able to make some gains" 
he said. He cited specifics such as drop- 
ping sales tax on pollution abatement 
equipment and phasing out the personal 
property tax on stocks beginning in 1977. 


"Now the governor is talking about the 
business tax relief. This was not a part of 
the governor's budget. It became a part 
only after the conference committee was 
guaranteed that it wouild not be vetoed. 


"We jammed it down his throat and 


now he is talking of it as tax relief within 
the budget. 
It came 
from 
our 


influence-not his. 


"But, he doesn't talk about the state 


financing welfare," Kasten said, making 
a reference to Lucey's move to finance all 
welfare through the state instead of the 
local level. "At a time when people are 
getting rich helping the poor, welfare has 
reached unbelievable levels." 


"He's also quiet on the priosons and 
the erosion of focal control and the 6 per 
cent restrictions on local tax levies," 
Kasten charged. 


Other points by Kasten, included: 
— Strong opposition to full-time 


legislators. "I think it's important to 
have citizen-legislators to offer a more 
responsive legislature." He supported 
legislative reform but nothing which 
would mean more time. That, he argued, 
would mean that "legislators are 
influenced by everyone except their con- 
stituents, like in Washington now." 


—Predicted the passage of a 55-mile- 


an-hour speed limit to cope with the 
energy crisis. 


— An optimistic appraisal of the 


current solid waste disposal legislation 
he's sponsoring. The proposal, which has 
already passed the Assembly, will pass 
the Senate with a "75 per cent majority" 
he said. 


—Support for a new bill which would 


require legislative review of adminis- 
trative rules before they go into effect. 
"Now the only time that review is called 
is when there's a question," he said, of- 
fering that "many times the rules do not 
reflect the legislative intent.''
